Action of President Should Prove t( 
German Psopla Only by Trust- 
worthy Oovtrnmont Can 
Trad* lo RoMupod. 

Washinston. -Amerlea Is aboi^t to 
take a step that ought to make Qer^ 
mail} tliink twlca about whether o' 
not till' I nited States is in earnest 
In her determination to use her trade 
power ax a means of forcing a demo 
cratlc peace. For the government ol 
the United States, through the alien 
property custodian, A. Mitchell Pal 
mer. Is arranging to take legal poc 
session of the Hamburg-Amerlcic 
and North German Lloyd Steamslilc 
lines, and It congress says the word 
the enormously valuable dock (acili 
ties In the port of New York will be 
sold to the highest bidder, pretenbl) 
American interests. 

This step, which has long been in 
contemplation, haa the personal ap 
proval of President Wilson. It don< 
not mean that the sale of the do.'i 
facilities, which incidentally conld ii 
replaced by Germany only after yea.-^ 
of building and the payment of hUh 
prices (or other water front property 
Is to be consummated immediately. It 
does mean, however, that the govern 
ment of the Unite* States is' about to 
take over the administration of th« 
two big steamhip lines and control 
<il their stock and that an ittar-the- 
war question of prime importance 
has been raised. 

The value of the German }ine docks 
has been estimated to ruir away up 
In the millions. CerUlnly if Germany 
slioiild lose them It woud be a body 
iiluw to her trade, which she expe:t'< 
to recover promptly after peace is du 
dared. But If her boats bave no dock 
Ins space Germany cannot resume 
trade relations the day peace is de- 
clared, as she baa been planning t^ 
do. Her statesipen have quieted the 
rears of Germany's business men by 
<aying that America was bluffing and 
I ha- American selfishness would p^'e- 
^ent any dlseirlminatlon agaloat Ger- 
many after the war. , 

I If course, the treaty of peace. If 
it iK the right kind of peace, as Mr 
W iUon himself hlnte^ in a regent 
iiessage to congreas, could prevent 
tny discrimination against Germany

London.— According lo the Dally 
Mail, it is understood Ibaf the allies 
bave decided lo Uk the Japaneie 'o 
take steps necessary for the protec- 
tion or the allies in the Far East. 

Stress la laid on the fact that th<! 
British and Japanese governments 
hold that Japan's intervention In the 
liussian affairs ia not to be con- 
strued as an act of hostility to Rus 
aim or the Russian government, iti 
purpose is to safeguard menaced al 
lied Interests and lo protect stores 
and munitions al Vladivoatok and to 
assist Russia to lighten and eventual- 
ly lift the burden of the German yoke. 

Premier Lloyd George visited the 
American embassy and had an Impo- 
tant conference with Arabassadi r 
Page, according t« the Dally .New^ 
which helicve.s ihe meeting wad it. 
connection with Japan's inlerventicu 
in Siberia. 

It is i|uite unusual for a premier lo 
visit foreittn embassies. Such calls arc 
usually made by the foreign fflinlator. 

Accumulated at Vladivoatok are 
military supidles of all kinds, much of 
American manufacture, and even great- 
er quantities uf Japanese origin, de- 
livered long before the llolsheviki took 
iMMsesslon of the Russian government. 
The Stevens commission of American 
engineers made eitraordinary effi)rts 
to iinprovp the faellilleg to the Siber- 
ian railroad so that these storea could 
be trannported to the RusaiaA army 
and much of the accumulation was re- 
moved.

Screening out the shriveled 
grains frotn wheat seed before 
planting will remove one cause 
of spreading the new bacterial 
dlaease of wheat which has been 
dlacovered in many Htates of the 
middle West. This has been 
learned by Fiieclullstg of the 
United .States Di ijiirlin.Mit of Ak 
rlculturi" who. in o. ■i|iiTiitlon 
Willi llw exiierlineiit slaiinns of 
Kansas and WIsronsIn, are 
stuilylnic the problem of eontrol- 
ling thiK dliM'Bse. Wheat ker- 
nels tliHt ore plump do nut Con- 
Ulu bai'terlal ravltles, b«t riViV 
eled onea often do. 
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and much of the s 1 Is of jxiorer qual- 
ity than In D' riiial year". TlH-refore, 
every farmer hefme mwln;; nhould 
know what prnportlun "f tin- seed he 
buys cannot he exjixted to ^row. If 
one lot coiithliis ',"1 per cent of »e<'d 
that will grow and another lot con- 
tains 04 l)er cent of seed ihiit will k'row 
It win fake three tmshels of the M per 
l ent seed to sow the wime nuinlier of 
acres that two bushels of the IKl iht 
cent will sow. 

This Is Important from the stand- 
point of cost alone when red clover 
seed Is iN'llInK for or more per 
hiisliel. It Is inach more necessary, 
however, to know tho quality of seed 
In order that the rate of seeding mny 
be pru|iortional to the quality, so that 
enough live seed will be sowed to in- 
vure a stand in the Held. First know 
how much of the seed may 
then sow accordlugly. 



A kitchen cabinet Is Just as impor 
tant to tbe housekeeper as the bench 
to tbe workman or the laboratory deni 
to the chemist. With It the bouse 
keeper can tilt down comfortably with 
her whole kitchen workshop easily 
within her reach. It saves walking to 
and fro to gather this thing and that 
to prepare the food. And every l:1tch 
en should hove a stool of the right 
height to enable the worker to sit at 
her work at the cobinet. The bouc' 
nade cobinet shown la the llluntratlun 
ts sanitary, convenient, and attractive 
It is especially suitable and compact 
for kitchens in which cabinet space Is 
limited. 

A home-made cabinet can be built 
with moderate expense If outside Uibor 
need not be emplnyed. If both lum- 
ber and labor must be purchased, the 
cost will equal that of a ready-made 
cabinet. The cabinet munt be made 
of g(Kxl wood, well seasoned. That is 
the moat Important oonaideratioa 
I'oorly seasoned wood warps and 
swells and is a constant annoyance In 
opening and closing doors and draw- 
ers.

The cabinet shown in tbe iilostra- 
tion is e feet 3 Inches high to the top 
of tbe closet, 81 inches hlKh to the 
top of the table.

CLEAN SEED BEFORE SOWINO. 

Cleaning and grading the small 
grains for spring soiling should bo 
done before the spring rush In pre- 
paring the land and sowing the seed. 
Wheat, oats, barley, and Ilai can he 
lmprove<l for seeding by running the 
si-ed througb the fanning mill al least 
oil. e The cleaned grain will run 
ilii<>u»;h the drill or other seeding ma- 
I lilnery more evenly and thus Insure 
a more luilforiii stand than can be ob- 
tained from uocleaiied grain. 

Clesning grain removes must of the 
weak and dls<-ased kernels, iraoy of 
which rosy not grow at ail, or If they 
do grow are likely to produce small, 
weak pisnta. Uniformly large, plump 
kernels germinate more evinly, pr<v 
duce stronger planta, and yield mora 
than ungraded gralB fWtolBlBt ■BBUi 
shrunken kernels. 

Thorough cleaning also removea a 

large part of the wetnl seeds the grain 
contains. Tbn preparation of the land 
for seeding deatroys many setsls that 
are In tbe ground and thus belpa to 
keep weeda in chacfc, but tha valBS 
of this worktolHPlVlHitt 
la aowa.
